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Controversy Clouds New Brockton Council 


Once again, a large crowd of 
New Brockton citizens gathered in 
city hall Tuesday evening, January 
2, as the city council held its first 
mecting of the year, 

All the councilmen were present 
with the exception of Laymon Tin 
dol. 

The controversy started shortly 
after the meeting was called to or- 
der and the minutes of the last 
mecling were approved 

Mayor Jim Driskell asked the 
council to review the bills for the 
month of December _ totaling 
$877.98. A bill from Ed Sherling 
Ford of Enterprise for wrecker ser- 
vice in the amount of S45 was 
quesuoned by Councilmen Britt 
Lee and Charles Cole 

Their question to the mayor was 

What was this bill for? 

The mayor told the council that 
the police deparunent had request 
ed that a vehicle be towed after 
they had stopped it and that Ed 
Sherling’s wrecker had been called 

Councilmen Cole and Britt ques 
tioned two things: first 
the vehicle towed in the first place 
when, according to their sources, it 
could have been driven away from 
the location and secondly, why was 
an out-of-town wrecker 
called to tow the automobile. 

Cole and Britt stated that they 
didn't feel that the city or the indi 
vidual owning the automobile 
should be responsible for paying 
the wrecker fee 

Mayor — Driskell ‘The 
wrecker fee would be included in 
the court cost when the case involy 
ing the owner of the automobile 
was settled. The city would be re 
imbursed the amount of the bill.” 

Councilman Ralph Medley stat- 
ed that he felt, “the court should de- 
cide who was right or wrong, the 
police or the individual. We (the 
council) are not a judicial system 
That's all I have to say on it." 

After the discussion, Council- 
man Bud Goodson made the mo- 
uion that the bills be paid with the 
excepuon of the wrecker fee. Lee 
seconded the motion and the vote 
was unanimously for the motion. 

The mayor said that he would 
check with city attorney as to what 
should be done with the wrecker 
biil. 

The next order of business was 
the recommendation by Mayor

When Mayor Driskell ask the 
councilmen if they had anything to 
discuss, Councilman Cole stated 
that he did and that it was concem- 
ing the police department.

Mrs. Alma Hornsby, the individ- 
ual to whom Cole was referring to 
in his statement to the mayor, that 
the police department was “harass- 
ing and following", began to ad- 
dress the council even before she 
was recognized 

She said, “Well Mr. Mayor, 
we're being harassed and you've got 
a walking ume bomb in Officer 
Jackson. This is something that 
happened last night and yesterday - 
in the last twenty-four hours. He 
(Jackson) is a walking ime bomb 
wailing to exploded on someone 
and he's dangerous." 

Mrs. Hornsby related to the 
council several incidences where 
members of her family had been al- 
legedly followed by officers of the 
New Brockton Police Department. 

She said that her son-in-law, her 
daughters and even she had been 
followed or stopped by the officers. 

Several accusations and counter 
accusations were exchanged be- 
tween Mrs. Hornsby and Police 
Chief Richard Nichols who was in 
attendance at the council meeting. 

Mayor Driskell stated that the 
police officers had been instructed 
not to follow you (Hornsby) or 
bother you in any shape or form. 

Both sides expressed their wish- 
es to have the “Foster Incident” and 
other matters involving the police 
department resolved as soon as pos- 
sible and in a fair and just manner.

City's Fire Rating Improves From 7 To 6 


The fire insurance rating for the 
City of Elba drops from a seven to 
a six, effective in March, according 
to an announcement by Elba Mayor 
Fred Moore and Fire Chief Lloyd 
Driggers at the regular council 
meeting Monday evening. 

Moore quoted from a chart he 
held and explained that the reduced 
rating should mean a three or four 
percent drop In insurance cost for 
property owners within the cily. 
Driggers explained that a request 
for a review by the insurance rat- 
ing in Autanta (ISO) was honored 
last October and the results just re- 
ceived. Both Driggers and Moore 
expressed disappointment that the 
inspection didn't result in the local 
raling dropping to a five, but were 
pleased to get any reduction for lo- 
cal cilizens. 

Moore noted Elba missed re- 
ceiving a five rating by 1.15% ! He 
said he and Driggers would review 
the report and determine was 1s 
needed to further improve the insu- 
rance rating, 

Driggers explained that if the 
city could shop the ISO office that 
considerable improvement had 
been made, another inspection 
could be scheduled anytime after 
one year. 

Moore read several numbers 
from the report. The fire alarm sys 
tem received 7.5 points out of a 
possible ten. The mayor noted this 
high number came about partially 
because of the back-up generator 
installed last summer in the police 
station to operate the telephone sys- 
tem during a power failure. This 
newspaper had received complaints 
of this problem when local citizens 
couldn't get the emergency 911 dur- 
ing a power outage. 

The fire department received a 
23 out of a possible 50 while the 
water supply received 18.57 out of 
a possible 40, 

Neither Moore nor Driggers 
have received a breakdown on the 
points received, but Driggers stated 
he could obtain a copy for study. 
He said it would be received and 
used to steadily improve the depart- 
ment and the system. 

Moore noted this inspection re 
sulted in an improvement of about 
12 points from a 1985 inspection. 

The council voied to send a 
proclamation to the fire department 


members commending them for 
their dedicated service.

Elba Water & Electric Board Commends 
Work Performed By City Crews | 


Members of the Elba Water & 
Electric Board attended to the items 
on their agenda Tuesday evening, 
January 9, in an orderly manner 
and went home. 

The board voted to pay the 
month's bills totaling $12,775. A 
large portion of this amount, 
$4,4400, was for utility poles used 
in running new lines along Al. 
Hwy. 203. The city will be reim- 
bursed for this expense by the state. 

February and March meetings 
will be held on the second Monday 
per a request from the city council. 

Councilman Randy Bedsole re- 
quested that the council meeting be 
moved to Tuesdays for theses two 
months due to a conflict with his 
itinerary. 

Chairmag Mickey Murdock 
asked Mayor Fred Moore if the re- 
cording device used in monitoring 
the flow of electricity had been pur- 
chased as agreed upon at the last 
board meeting. 

Mayor Moore told the board that 
two recorders purchased by the 
electrical department in earlier 
years had been found and they were 
in the process of being repaired. 
There will be no need to purchase a 
new recording device Moore ad- 
vised, 


The board was also informed 
that a recorder had been borrowed 
from the Covington Electric Co-Op 
and used to monitor the flow of 
electricity into a customer's _ resi- 
dence. 

Theie had been a complaint to 
the city electrical department’ that 
the flow of electricity to this home 
had caused a problem with the heat- 
ing unil. 

Mayor Moore showed the board 
the graphs resulting from the moni- 
toring done on this residence. It 
showed clearly that no problem ex- 
isted with the flow of electricity to 
the meter base during the time peri- 
od monitored. 

The board agreed that these de- 
vices could be very useful to the 
electrical department in the future. 
They would at least show whether 
or not the electrical problem was on 
the house side of the meter or the 
supplier's side, 

Mayor Moore informed the 
board of the lowering of the city's 
fire rating from a 7 to a 6 by the 
ISO. He said that he would report 
back to them at a later date as to 
what they might possibly do to low- 
er this rating further in the future. 

Moore and the fire chief, Lloyd 
Driggers are to review the ISO re-

More complaints were heard 
Thursday night from the school bus 
drivers who appeared before the 
Elba School Board in November. 

The group had a prepared state- 
ment the first time, outlining their 
complaints. However at the January

of the busses were unsafe and they 
couldn't get anyone to listen to their 
concerns, One driver said the sys- 
tem for assigning drivers to out of 
town trips still wasn't working and 
safety around the bus lanes at the 
high school was almost non- 
existent They added that the safety 
inspection of the school busses fol- 
lowing their last appearance by the 
Slate inspector was not properly 
done, 

Superintendent Lamar Foley 
was obviously irritated at the ex- 
change. He told the five drivers this 
was things which should have 
come to his attention before ad- 
dressing the board with the issues. 


Foley said he had heard nothing* 


from them since their last meeting 
on the above issues. 

Foley explained that the busses 
received regular inspections by the 
local bus superintendent, plus any 
complaints noted on trip tickets by 
drivers was checked out; the busses 
were inspected by an authorized 
bus inspector from the state depart-

port in detail before making any 
recommendations to the board.

casion driven busses to observe 
their performance and safety. He 
noted that a squeak or a rattle was 
Not a safety hazard. 

He explained that they drew 
trips from a hat to get basketball 
game assignment with full under- 
standing that if a game was can- 
celed, they lost a trip. He noted this 
was what the drivers wanted be- 
cause they didn’t like the previous 
method of assigning trips. 

Foley also added that if a driver 
had a regular job at the school and 
would rather make bus trips "then 
you and I had better talk".

Board Chairman G. A. Lindsey 
told the drivers, “In a private busi- 
ness, if | had unhappy employees, I 


would shut down until this was cor- 
rected or they were replaced. | feel 
this is what the school administra- 
uon should do because the safety of 
our children is involved. I don't 
know how I can make it any plainer 
than that.” 


Alcohol Is Involved 
In 50% Of All Fatal 
Traffic Accident

Almost 50 percent of fatal 
wrecks on Alabama roadways dur- 
ing the Christmas holidays in- 
volved drunken drivers, according 
to Col. Thomas H. Wells, director 

f the Alabama Department of Pub- 
c Safety. 

Wells said the 20 traffic fatali- 
es recorded during Christmas was 
e highest in recent years. Eleven 
rson were killed in 1988, eight in 

1987, two in 1986, and five in 
1985. 

At least six of the 13 fatal 
wrecks that occurred in Alabama 
between 6:00 p. m. December 22 
and midnight, December 25 in- 
volved drunken drivers. Of the 20 
persons killed, at least eight died in 
alcohol related wrecks. None of the 
20 was wearing safety belts. 

Wells also cited excessive speed 
as a conubuting factor in at least 
nine of the fatalities. 

"Drinking and driving is a dead- 
ly combination", said Wells. 

"The most severe penalty or 
consequence of drunken driving is 
the death of a loved one," Wells 
said. "Alabama law, however, pro- 
vides the means to deal firmly with 
those convicted of driving under 
the influence." 

The DUI mandates loss of the 
driving privilege for 90days arid at- 
tendance of DUI school upon first 
conviction. Violators also may be 
fined and imprisoned. Subsequent 
conviction carry increasingly se- 
vere penalties, 

Well urges motorists to obey 
DUI law and speed limit laws and 
to wear safety belts at all times to 
help ensure their safety and that of 
other motorist.

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The drivers left after apologiz- 
ing to Mr. Foley for not coming 
back to him with their continuing 
problems.
